Advisory Committee 


Section 1. There shall be an Advisory Committee for the Town, which

' Section 2. Immediately upon the taking effect of this by-law, the

The Selectmen, 
after issuing any warrant for a Town Meeting, shall transmit 
immediately a copy thereof to the Chairman of said Advisory Committee, 
and said Advisory Committee shall consider all such articles. The 
Comnittee shall consider the subject matter of such articles and shall

recommendations as it deems best for the interests of the Towne 


Section 4. It shall be the duty of the Advisory Committee to consider 


the annual estimates and expenditures as prepared by the various 
departments of the Towne: The Advisory Committee shall make report upon 
the matter of ‘such estimates and expenditures, giving the amounts which 
in its opinion should be appropriated for the ensuing year, and shall 


‘add to such report such explanations and suggestions in relation to 


the proposed appropriations as it deems expedient. 


Section 5¢ Whenever any vacancy shall occur in said Committee, by 
resignation, removal from Town, death or otherwise, such vacancy shall 
be filled by the Selectmen. The term of office of any person chosen 
as aforesaid to fill- a vancancy shall be for the unexpired term of the 
person whom he suceedse

‘Section 6. It shall be the duty of said Gommittee to make an annual 


report of its doings, with recommendations relative to financial 
matters and such other matters as it may deem expedient, to be printed 
with the annual reports of the other town officers.

In any building hereafter erected or enlarged, the area 
of any story fitted in whole or in part for habitation shall not 
exceed oneshalf the area of the lot measured to the middle line of 
every street, park, or way on which it abuts, any such stréet, park 
or way for the purposes of this section not to be reckoned as 
exceeding one hundred feet in width, and across the whole rear of 
every ‘such story a clear space of at least ten feet in depth shall, 
except for iron fire=-escapes, be kept open to the sky. No building 
hereafter erected, shall be placed nearer than ten (10) feet to any 
present or proposed street;{provided, however, that any building 
erected on Nantasket Avenue between Atlantic Avenue and Rockland 
House Road on the South and Quincy Street and Whitehead Avenue on 

the North may be placed nearer than ten feet to said Nantasket Avenue 
or to the street line of said Nantasket Avenue, and provided further 
that any building erected on Nantasket Avenue between the railroad 
crossing at’ Stony Beach on the West and Point Allerton Avenue on the 
East may’ be placed not nearer than five feet to said Nantasket Awenue. 


The spaces specified in this by-law to be kept open to the. sky shall 
not be diminished by any structure, including so called rear piazzas; 
and no area& shall be built over so as to leave less than the area now 
or hereafter required by the Hull building-law for yards, courts or 
other open- spacese 


It was unanimously voted; that Section 14 of Article XX of the 
Building Law be, and hereby is amended by striking out the word 
"three" in the sixth line thereof and by inserting in place thereof 
ehe word "five"; so that said section as amended shall read as 
Ollowss:: 


Section 14. Every sink, basin, bath=-tub, slop-hopper, water-closet, 
and each set of wash trays, or other fixture having a waste pipe, 
shall be furnished with a separte trap, which shall-be placed as 

hear as practicable to the fixture which it serves; except that 
where a sink and set of two wash trays or a basin and bath-tub, or 
two basins or two sinks are close together, and the waste pipe does 
not exceed five feet in length from its connection, with the fixture 
to its connection with the trap, then one five-inch round trap placed 
between the fixtures may be used for both. The outlet from each 
fixture shall enter the trap separately. 


It was unanimously voted; that Section 15 of Article XX of the 
Building Law be, and hereby is amended by striking. out the word 
"three" in the second line of the fourth paragraph thereof and by 
inserting in place thereof the word "five" so that said fourth 
paragraph as amended shall read as follows: 


This section shall not apply to traps having waste pipes not more than 
five feet in length between them and a line of soil or waste pipe which 
extends full size through the roof to open air, provided such traps 
have a separate.and independent connection with such soil or waste line 
and that no running water-enters the stack from the stories above} 
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it is further provided that a round trap five inches or more in 
diameter or some other suitable nonsiphon trap approved by the 
Inspector of Plumbing and having a four-inch water seal, shall be used 
in such worke 


It was unanimously voted; that Section 5 of Article V of the 
Building Law be, and hereby is amended by adding at the end of the 
first paragraph thereof the following sentence: 

Foundation walls under this section shall not be required to be 
built more than two feet above the grade of the lot upon which the 
building is builts,so that said paragraph as amended shall read as 
follows: 


Every building, except buildings erected upon wharves and piers on 

the water-front shall have foundation walls, the same to be 

constructed of brick, stone, iron, steel or concrete laid not less than 
three feet below the surface of the earth, on the solid ground or level 
surface of rock, or upon. piles or ranging timbers when solid earth 

or rock is not founds Except by special permission of the Commissioner, 
[Foundation walls under this section shall not be required to be 

built more than two feet above the grade of the lot upon which the 
building is built. 


Article 7. Will the Town raise and appropriate additional amounts of money 
required for the following Departments. 


Highways - Sanitary = Suppression of Moths

Annual Meeting held March 10th and March 1léth 1928 


At a legal meeting of the inhabitants of the Town of Hull qualified to vote in 
elections and town affairs, held in the auditorium of the Fire and Police Station 
Building situated on Atlantic Avenue on Saturday the 10th day of March 1928 at one 
o'clock in the afternoon, under a warrant issued by the Selectmen and dated the 23d day 
of February A.D. 1928, the articles as called for in the warrant were acted upon as 
follows: 


Article Ll. To hear and act upon the following:

It was voted; to accept the reports of the various officers as printed 
in the Town Report. 


Article 2. Will the Town cause a report of its financial affairs to be printed and 
distributed in the month of February next? 


It was voted, that the Selectmen cause a statement of the Town's financial 
affairs to be printed and distributed fourteen days, at least, before the 
time of holding the annual meeting in March next, including a list of 
Town Officers, a summary statement of the Town's doings at the several 
meetings held during the year, a report of the Park Commissioners, 
Engineers of the Fire Department, Overseers of the Poor, School Committee, 
Town Treasurer, Tax Collector, Selectmen on Guide Boards, Board of Health, 
Manager of the Electric sight Department, Auditor, Assessors detailed 
valuation Book, reports of all committees, and a supply of printed 
warrants for the use of voters at March Meeting, and such other 
information as they shall deem of interest to the Town. 


Article 3. Will the Town vote to authorize the Treasurer with the approval of the 
Selectmen to borrow money in anticipation of the revenue of the current 
financial year? 


It was unanimously voted, that the Town Treasurer, with the approval of 
the Selectmen, be, and hereby is authorized to borrow money from time to

resident and non-resident taxes.

Question No, 1] 


Article XX1 of the articles of amendment is hereby annulled and the following is 


adopted in place thereof: . 

Article XX1.. In the year nineteen hundred and thirty-five and every tenth year there- 
after a census of the inhabitants of each city and town shall be taken and a special 
enumeration shall be made of the legal voters therein. Said special enumeration shall 

also specify the number of legal voters residing in each precinct of each town concet nae 
twelve thousand or more inhabitants penorae ne to said census and in each ward of each city. 
Kach special enumeration shall be the basis for determining the representative districts 
for the ten year period beginning with the first Wednesday in the fourth January following 
said special enumeration: proved. that. such districts as established in the year nineteen 
hundred and twenty-six shall continue in effect until the first Wednesday in January in the 
year nineteen hundred and thirty-nine. 


The house of representatives.shall consist. of two hundred and forty members, which 
shall be apportioned by the general court, at its first regular session after the return 
of each special enumeration, to the several counties of the commonwealth, equally, as 
nearlv as may be, according to their relative numbers of legal voters, as ascertained by 
said special enumeration; and the town of Cohasset, in the county of Norfolk, shall, for 
this pupose, as well as in the formation of districts as hereinafter provided, be con- 
sidered a aa of the county of Plymouth; and it shall be the duty of the secretary of the 
commonwealth to certify, as soon as mey_ be after it is determined by the general court, the 
number of representatives to which each county shall be entitled, to the board authorized 
to divide such county into representative districts. ‘lhe county commissioners or other 
body acting as such or in lieu‘ thereof, such board of special commissioners in each 
county as may for that.purpose be provided by law, shall, within thirty days after such 
certification by the secretary of the commonwealth or within such other period as the . 
general court may by law provide, assemble at a shire town of their respective counties, 
and proceed, as soon as may be, to divide the same into representative districts of con- 
tiguous territory and assign representatives. thereto, so that each representative in such 
county will pope eeee an equal number of legal voters, as nearly as may be; and such 
districts shall be so formed that no town containing tess than-twelve thousand inhabitants 
according to said census, no precinct of any other town and no ward of a city shall be 
divided therefor, nor shall any district be made which shall be entitled to elect more 
than three representatives. The general court may by law limit the time within which 
judicial proceedings. may be instituted calling in question any such ree ace ere division 
or assignment. iivery representative, for one vear at least. immediately preceding his 
election, shall have been an inhabitant of the district for whichi:he is chosen, and shall 
cease to represent such district when he shall cease to be an inhabitant of the common- 
wealth. ‘The districts in each county shall be numbered byetae Doetd creating the sane, 
and a description of each, with the numbers thereof and the number of legal voters therein, 
shall be returned by the board, to the secretary of the commonwealth, the eon treasurer 
of such county, and to the clerk of every city or town in such county, to be filed and 
kept in their respective offices. The manner of calling and eee the elections for 
Ae oa of representatives, and of ascertaining their election, shall be prescribed 


Article XX11 of the articles of amendment is hereby annulled and the following is 
adopted in place thereof: 


Article XXll. Each special enumeration of legal voters required’.in the preceding 
article of amendment shall likewise be the basis for determining the senatorial districts 
and also the councillor districts for the ten year period beginning with the first 
Wednesday in the fourth January following such enumeration; provided, that such districts 
as established in the year nineteen hundred and twenty-six shall continue in effect until 
the first Wednesday in January in _the year nineteen hundred and thirty-nine. The senate 
shall consist of forty members. The generalstoutt’shall; at its first regular session 
after the return ofeach special enumeration, divide the commonwealth into forty districts 
of contiguous territory, each district to_ contain, as nearly as may be an equal number 
of legal voters, according to said special enumera tions. provided owever, that no town, 
or ward of a city shall be divided therefor; and such districts shall be formed,as nearly 
as may be, without uniting two counties, or parts of two or more counties, into one 


district. 


The general court may by law limit the time within which judicial proceedings may be 
instituted calling in question such division. -Hach district shall elect one senator, who 
shall have been an inhabitant of this commonwealth five years at least immediately preceding 
his election, and at the time of his election shall be an inhabitant of the dcstriee for 
which he is chosen; and he shall cease to Zp eceant such senatorial district when he shall 
cease to be an inhabitant of the commonwealth. .

Section 7---Variations. 


In general this by-law is Supp Eeren ery to other laws and by-laws Sr the 
construction, use, height and area of buildings and vremises. Where this by-law 
imposes a greater restriction upon the use of buildings or premises than is - 
imposed by existing provisions of law or by-laws, the provisians of this by-law 
shall control. 


Section 8---Exceptions Under Specific Rules. 


1, When in their judgment the public convenience anc welfare will be 
substantially served, and where such exception will not tend to injure the 
status of the neighborhood, the Selectmen may in svecifiec cases, after public 
notice, hold a hearing and subject to appropriate conditions and safeguards 
determine and get the application of the district repulations herein established 
eir general purposes and intent. 


Section 9---Enforcement. 


Whoever violates any of the provisions of this by-law shall be punished by a ~ 
fine of not more than one hundred dollars for each violation, to be paid into the 
Treasury of the Town of Hull. Upon any well founded information from any 

citizen that this by-law is being violated or upon his own initiative the Building 
Commissioner shall take immediate steps to enforce this by-law by making complaint 
to the District Court or by applying for an injunction to the Superior Court. 


Section 10---Validity. 


The invalidity of any section or provision of this by-law shall not invalidate any 
other section or provision hereof. 


Section l1---Amendments. — 


It shall be the duty of the Planning Board upon petition signed by the Owners of 
fifty per cent in valuation of the property contained in any given district or in 
any part thereof consisting of one or more entire blocks, or upon its own 
initiative from time to time, to hold public hearings, fourteen days' published

Fittings, Pipe and Appliances as passed by the Town 
and approved by the Attorney General. 


ARTICLE XX] A 
GAS FITTING 


Definition. 


Section 1. Gas fitting shall mean the work 
of putting together and shall include any fittings, 
pipes or other appliances which are to contain or 
conduct gas for heat, light or power purposes. 


Supervision. 
Section 2. All gas fitting in the Town of 


Hull shall be under the supervision of the Building 
Commissioner, who may appoint, subject to the approval 
of the Board of Selectmen, @ gas inspector. Such gas 
inspector shall receive such salary or compensation as 
the Selectmen may determine, and he may be removed at 
any time by the Building Commissioner, subject to the 
approval of the Selectmen, whenever the Building 
Commissioner deems his removal is for the good of the 
service. 


Permits. 


Section 3. Before any gas fitting as defined 
in Section 1 of this article is commenced, the owner 
or lessee of the building in which the work is to be 
done, or the agent of either, shall file with the 
Building Commissioner, upon blanks provided for that 
purpose, a notice of the work to be performed, and no 
gas fitting shall be commenced and no fittings, pipes 
or other appliances shall be installed until said work 
as set forth in said notice has been approved by the 
Building Commissioner or by the gas inspector. 


Gas Meters. 


Section 4. No gas meter shall be installed 
in any building until the inside piping has been tested 
and approved by the Building Commissioner or by the 
gas inspector. The intake pipe of every gas meter shall 
be equipped with an automatic device designed to prevent 
or retard the flow of gas in case of fire, and no such 
device shall be used unless such device is sufficient 
for the purpose. 
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Gas Stoves, Water Heaters, etc, 


Section 5. Every gas stove, water heater or 
other similar appliance (lighting fixture excluded) in 
any building shall be equipped with an independent tee 
handle valve. There shall be no unions of any part of 
the gas system except on the fixture side of the valve, 
where ground unions may be used. Range boilers heated 
by gas must be equipped with a suitable relief valve. 


Piping 


Section 6. All piping must be firmly clamped 
to the timbers, said clamps to be not over eight feet 
apart. All piping used must be sufficient for the 
purpose for which it isused, and must be approved by 
the Building Commissioner or by the gas inspector 
before installation. 


Connections. 


Section 7. No lead pipe or soldered connections 
of any kind shall be used. Connections to all room heaters, 
gas logs, stoves, ranges and hot plates shall be made with 
rigid connections. 


Risers 


Section 8. No riser or main pipe less than three 
quarter inch shall be concealed. 


Damage by Fire. 


Section 9. In buildings damaged by fire, no 
piping, fixtures or other appliances shall be again used 
or: the gas turned on until the same have been inspected 
and the further use thereof permitted by written authority 
of the Building Commissioner or the gas inspector. 


Tests. 


Section 10, All gas piping and fittings shall 

be tested twice in the presence of the Building Commissioner 
or of the gas inspector. Twenty-four hours notice (Sundays 
and holidays excepted) may be required for all appointments 
for testing. The first test shall be made before the 
piping is concealed, painted or coated. The second test 
shall be made when all gas piping, fixtures, appliances 
and meter connections are installed. The test shall consist 
of an air pressure of at least one and one-half pounds per 
square inch as indicated by a column of mercury three inches 
high which shall stand for five minutes without any drop. 
The Building Commissioner or the gas inspector shall issue 
a certificate of approval after the second test if said.. 
second: test demonstrates that-the work satisfactorily .answers 
the requirements. 
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Improper Piping, Material, Work etc. 


Section 11. The Building Commissioner or the 
gas inspector shall promptly condemn and order the 
removal, reconstruction or repair of any piping, fixtures, 
appliances or gas fitting which does not conform to the 
requirements of this article. The Building Commissioner 
or the gas inspector shall from time to time, as he deems 
proper, inspect the piping, fixtures, appliances and gas 
fitting in any building, and if any conditions are found 
which do not conform to the provisions of this article, 
he shall make such requirements as are necessary to 
make them so conform, and the owner of the building in 
which the same are installed shall comply with such 
requirements within five days after notice thereof. 


Penalty. 


Section 12. Whoever violates any provision of 
this article shall be punished by a fine of not more than 
one hundred dollars, to be paid into the treasury of the 
Town of Hull as provided in Section 14 of Article XX11 of 
the Building Law.

Shall the proposed law which provides for an additional method of nominating 
candidates for nomination, at the state ere tee in pepe aneets by members of 
olitical parties, for those offices to be filled by all the voters of the 
ommonwealth at a state election. 


It_provides that the state conventions of the political parties, in each 
state election year, shall be held before and not after the state primaries, as 
now, namely, no later than June 15. In order to elect Ce o such party 
conventions, party primaries are established to be held on the last Tuesday in 
April. Among other thin these state conventions may endorse candidates for 
offices to be filled by the voters and to be voted upon at the state primries. 
Such endorsement places a candidate in nomination, at such state primaries, with- 
out the ge harry of filing nomination papers. The name of the endorsed candidate 
is to be placed first on the ballot and against his name is to be placed the 
words “Endorsed by (the nane of political party) convention” in addition to the 
eight-word statement now authorized by law. Candidates endorsed by a party 
convention may accept said endorsement within ten days, and having so accepted 
may not withdraw.

Town Meetings and Notice Thereof 


Section Ls Fhe annual town meeting for the election of town 
officers shall be held on the first Monday of March of each year. 


Section 2. All business of the annual meeting, except the 
election of such officers and the determination of such matters as by 
law are required to be elected or determined at such meeting, shall be 
considered at an adjournment thereof, which adjournment shall be held 
on the Saturday following the first Monday of March at one o'clock P.M. 


Section 3. Service of the warrant for every town meeting, 
unless a different time or method 18 prescribed by law, shall be made 
by posting a copy thereof at the main entrance to the Fire and Police 
Station Building and at least three other public places in said town 
seven (T} days at least before the day appointed for said meeting. 
Compliance with this section shall constitute legal notice of any 
meeting. 


Section 4. The Pown Clerk shall have a number of printed 
copies of the Town Warrant with him on the day of the adjourned town 
meeting so that any legal resident voter of the Town may have one if 
he or she asks for it. 


ARTICLE If 


Procedure of Town Meeting 


Section 1. At any town meeting held for the transaction 
of town business no person whose name is not on the list of voters shall 
be admitted to the floor of the hall and this by-law shall be enforced 
by the use of the check list, but the same shall not apply to State 
elections, primaries or town meetingsfor the election of town officers 
or be construed to prohibit press reporters, town counsel, town engineer 
or any representative from the Commonwealth of Massachusetts and/ or 
County Commissioners or other persons who may have been invited by the 
Selectmen for the purpose of explaining any particular article in the 
Town Warrant. 


Section 2, A printed copy of the Warrant shall be furnished 
to voters as provided in Article I, Sec. 4 at all regular town meetings. 


Section 3. Articles in the Warrant shall be acted upon in 
their order unless the meeting by vote otherwise determines. 


Section 4. 41l reports, motions and resolutions submitted 
for the consideration of the meeting involving the expenditure of money 
shall be in writing. Any report, resolution or motion shall be reduced 
to writing if the Moderator so directs. 


Section 5. No person shall speak more than twice upon any 
question, except for the correction of an error or to make an 
explanation, without first obtaining leave of the meeting, nor until 
others who have not spoken on the question shall speak if they desire. 


Section 6. No person shall speak more than five minutes 
for the second time on any subject, if there are others who desire to 
speak but who have not been heard on the same subject without first 
obtaining leave of the meeting. 


Section 7. Every person desiring to speak shall arise, 
address the chair, first obtain recognition, and stand while 
speaking, unless the Moderator otherwise directs. 
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Section 8. &11 votes unless otherwise provided by law 
shall be taken in the first instance by a "yes" and *no"™ voice vote. 
If the Moderator is in doubt as to the vote, or if seven (7) 
citizens immediately doubt the vote, the Moderator shall call for 
either a standing vote or a vote by ballot. 


Section 9. When oa question is before the meeting, the 
following motions, to wit: 


To adjourn 

To lay on the table 

For the previous question 

To postpone for a time certain 
To commit, recommit or reform 
To amend 

To postpone indefinitely 


shall be received and shall have precedence in the foregoing order 
and the first three shall be decided without debate. 


Section 20. | 4& motion to reconsider any vote must be made 
before the final adjournment of the meeting at which the vote was 
passed, but such motion to reconsider shall not be made at an 
adjourned meeting unless the mover has given notice of his intention 
to make such 4 motion either at the session of the meeting at which 
the vote was passed or by written notice to the Town Clerk within 
forty-eight hours after the adjournment of such session. There can 
be no reconsideration of a vote once reconsidered, or after a vote 
not to reconsider. 


Section 11. The duties of the Moderator not specifically 
provided for by law or by these by-laws shall be determined by the 
rules of practice contained in Cushing's Manual of Parliamentary 
Procedure so far as they may be adapted to the circumstances and 
power of the Town.

Section 4. He may employ a competent stenographer who

Commissioner of Public Safety 


Section 1. The Commissioner of Public Safety shall act 
as Chief of the Police and Fire Departments and shsll perform such 
duties and have such powers as are provided for by law and these 
by-laws. 


ARTICLE VI 
Police Department and Its Duties 


Section 1. The Police Department shall consist of the 
Commissioner of Public Safety and such captains, lieutenants, 
sergeants and police officers as the work of the department may 
require and the Board of Selectmen shall appoint. The Selectmen 
shall have the right to increase or decrease the number of police 
officers as it deems necessary and may for particular cases 
appoint a police matron to assist the Commissioner of Public Safety. 


Section 2. The Commissioner of Public Safety shall have 
authority, subject to the approval of the Board of Selectmen, to 
designate captains, lieutenants and sergeants from among the police 
officers appointed by the Board of Selectmen, and subject to the 
approval of the Board of Selectmen shell fix the compensation of 
police officers and matrons. Such compensation, however, shall not 
exceed in the aggregate the amount appropriated by the Town. 


tion 3. The Commissioner of Public Safety shall be the 
head of the police department and subject to the general supervision 
and control of the Board of Selectmen. He shall have control of the 
Department, its officers and members, constables and special police 
officers when in the service of the Department. He shall be 
responsible for the discipline and efficiency of the department and 
shall enforce the rules and regulations thereof. 


Section 4. The Police Department shall be subject to all 
the rules and regulations and perform all the duties which are now 
or hereafter may be prescribed by the by-laws of the Town, by the 
Board of Selectmen or the rules and regulations of the Police 
Department as established by the Commissioner of Public Safety and 
approved by the Board of Selectmen and any member of the Department 
mey be removed or suspended or otherwise disciplined at any time by 
the Commissioner of Public Sefety, subject to the approval of the 
Board of Selectmen, except as otherwise provided by law. 


Section 5. The Commissioner of Public Sefety shall keep 
an account of all duties performed and of all absences from duty 
with the causes thereof. He shall take notice of all nuisances, 
defects, and obstructions in the streets and other public places in 
the Town and shall take a11 proper measures relative thereto. He shall 
eause proceedings to be instituted for the prosecution of violation of 
the laws and of these by-laws. He shall be a resident of the Town. 


Section 6. The Commissioner of Public Safety shall have the 
care and custody of all property of the Town used by the Police 
Department and shall keep a full and complete record of the business 
of the department. He shall report monthly to the Board of Selectmen 
and shall, at such other times as the Board may require, report all 
doings of his department. He shall annually make a written report to 
be printed in the annual town report of the organization and condition 
of his department, its business and expenses thereof for the preceding 
year, together with such recommendations which he may think advisable 
for the management of the department. 


Section 7. The Commissioner of Public Safety shall have the 
power to temporarily relieve from duty any of his subordinates for 
neglect or non-performance of duty or for any act contrary to good 
order and discipline or for violation of any of the rules or 
regulations of the Department. In each case he shall within forty- 
eight hours furnish the Board of Selectmen his reasons. The Selectmen 
shall forthwith determine the meritaof the case, except as otherwise 
provided by law. 


Section 9. It shall be the duty of each police officer 
patrolling a regular beat to lmmediately report all acts happening 
on the highway and public places patrolled by him involving injuries 
to persons or property. He shall make a careful investigation, 
securing the names and addresses of all witnesses thereto, and shall 
incorporate the same in his report to the Commissioner of Publis 
Sefety, who in turn shall meke a full written report thereof to the 
Board of Selectmen and the Town Counsel. 
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Section 10. The Board of Selectmen shall appoint such 
number of special officers as it may deem necessary. They shall 
be subject to the authority of the Commissioner of Public Safety 
and shall devote so much of their time to the service of the Town 
as the Commissioner of Public Safety shall require, the amount of 
their compensation, if any, shall be fixed by the Selectmen. 


TICLE VI 


Duties of the Town Counsel 


Se fe) e The Board of Selectmen shall annually in 
March and whenever a vacancy shall exist, choose some competent 
lawyer to act as Town Counsel. He shall be paid such compensation 
as the Board may determine. They may remove him at pleasure. 


Section 2. The term of office of said Town Counsel 
shall begin on the first day of April of each year and shall 
continue until the appointment and acceptance of his successor. 


Section 3. The several town officers, boards and 
committees shall have authority to prosecute and defend through 
the town counsel all litigation to which the said town or they 
as its officers as aforesaid are parties. 


Section 4. The town counsel shall draw all surety 
bonds, deeds, except tax deeds and releases, leases, obligations, 
covenants and other legal instruments, or supervise the same and do 
every professional act which may be required of him by vote of the 
Town or by any town officer or board of officers or committee. 
Also when required by said officers, boards or committees, he shall 
furnish @ written opinion of any legal question which may be 
submitted to him in regard to any matter which concerns the Town or 
them as Town Officers, and he shall at all times furnish legal advice 
to any officer of the Town who may require his opinion upon any subject 
with reference to the duties incumbent upon such officers by virtue of 
his office. 


Section 6, He shall prosecute all suits ordered to be 
brought by the town and shall appear before any court or other 
tribunal in defense of actions or suits brought against the town or 
its officers in their official capacity. He shall try any and all 
cases to which the town shall be a party before any tribunal, whether 
in law, equity or otherwise, or before any Board, Referee, Commissioner, 
Committee, Arbitrator or other tribunal. 


Section 6. As soon as may be after receiving notice from 
the Commissioner of Fublic Safety or other town officer of injury to 
personal property under circumstances which may give rise to claim for 
damages against the Town, the town counsel shall make a eareful 
investigation of all facts relative thereto and if he deems the same 
advisable, may cause a physical examination of any person or persons 
claimed to be injured to be made by a competent physician or physicians 
and @ survey or plan to be made and a photograph or photographs to be 
taken of the place where the alleged injury occured and of the 
surrounding territory. He shall teke all steps which he deems necessary 
and adequate to defend such claim and to protect the name of the town. 


Section 7. The town counsel shall prosecute in behalf of 
the Town in the local district court all cases for the violation of 
any by-laws of the Town when requested to do so by the Commissioner of 
Public Safety. 


Section 8. The town counsel shall annually make a written 
report to the Board of Selectmen to be printed in the annual town report 
concerning the professional services rendered by him during the preceding 
year. Said report shall contain a statementof each case or claim which 
has been tried, settled or otherwise disposed of by him during the 
year and also a statementof each case which is still pending and the 
status of the same in so far as the facts may be properly published 
together with such other information and recommendations as he may deem 
advisable. 


Section 9. Nothing in this article shall preclude any town 
officer or board from obtaining special counsel whenever necessary and 
authorized by law, providing, however, that they shall first get the 
consent of the Board of Selectmen. 
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ARTICLE VIII 
Free Public Library 


Section 1. There shall be chosen by ballot at the annual 
town meeting each year one trustee of, the public library to fill the 
vWacancy occurring by the expiration of the term of service of the 
person heretofore elected, which trustee shall hold office for the 
term of three years. 


Section 2. All monies appropriated for the said library 
and for library purposes shall be expended by the said Board of 
Trustees in the purchase of such books as they shall select and in 
the support and promotion of its interest and efficiency. 


Section 3. The Board of Trustees shall have full power 
to appoint librarians, assistant librarians and such subordinate 
officers as they may deem expedient, determine their duties, fix 
the salaries of assistants and subordinates and remove them at 
pleasure. 


tio - The Board of Trustees shall have the sole 
management of the library and any branch or branches thereof as the 
town may establish and the custody of the books and other property 
and have full power to make any and all necessary regulations for 
governing sid library and the use thereof. 


Section 5. The said trustees shall annually give to the 
town at the annual town meeting a detailed report of their doings 
and the condition of the library, the same to be printed in the 
annual town report. 


ARTICLE IX 


Cemets Committee 


Section 1. The Selectmen of the Town shall act as the 
cemetery committee. 


Section 2. They shall have the care and management of the 
grounds and buildings constituting and connected with the Town 
Cemetery and they shall see that these by-laws, rules and regulations 
which are or may be established are observed and kept. 


Section 3. They shall annually on or before January 1 of 
each year render a report in writing of the management of the 
cemetery with any recommendations. This report shall be published 
in the annual town report. 


Section 4. The Selectmen shall annually in March elect 
a Burial Agent of the public cemetery and his term of office shall 
begin April lst. 


Section &. Such portion of the grounds of the public 
cemetery as shall be deemed advisable by the Selectmen shall from 
time to time be divided into grave lots or tomb lots with suitable 
avenue and paths and all such lots shall be numbered in their order. 


Section 6. The Selectmen shall sell to every inhabitant 
of the town who makes a request therefor one lot, if any are 
available for sale. 


Section 7. No person shall walk upon any of the lots or 
borders within the cemetery, except in conformity with rules 
established by the Selectmen, and no person shall gather any flowers 
or break any shrub or plant or write upon or otherwise injure any 
monument, fence or other structure in or belonging to the cemetery, 
or discharge any firearms therein, except in the case of military 
funerals. Any person violating any provision of this section shall 
be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars. 


Section 8. Each funeral procession shall be led into the 
cemetery by the most convenientavenues and shall in no case cross 
any lot or make use of one, except the one being used. 


Section 9. No proprietor of a lot shall in any case alter 
the natural grades of the avenuegand paths adjoining his lot without 
the consent of the Selectmen, and, in case any trespass of this or 
a Similar kind is committed, the Selectmen shall cause the same to 
be removed or restored at the expense of the trespasser. 
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Section 10. No tree shall be planted or fences or curbs 
erected on any lot except with the consent of the Selectmen. 


Section 11. No lot shall be sold to any person not an 
inhabitant of the town and shall not be sold to such inhabitant 
unless the Selectmen are satisfied that he intends to permanently 
remain an inhabitant, and on removal of such person, a lot standing 
in his name shall revert to the town unless the lot actually has 
been occupied by the burial of some member of his family before 
removal, PROVIDED, that the town shall refund to him the money 
actually paid by him to the town for the lot. 


Section 12. No burial, disinterment or removal of a 
body shall be made except with the consent of the Selectmen and 
under the supervision of the caretaker. 


Section 13. The Selectmen may upon the sale of lots as 
herein provided by deed made and executed in the form and manner 
prescribed convey to the purchaser the sole and exclusive right of 
burial in any lot in said cemetery and of erecting monuments, 
tombstones and other structures thereon not inconsistent with these 
by-laws or with any rules or regulations as made by the said Selectmen. 


« The Selectmen shall cause a careful record to 
be kept of every interment with the name and age of the person interred 
with the date thereof, the lot number and the owner thereof. This 
record shall be retained in the Town Clerk's office for pé@blic inspection. 


Section 15. The Selectmen shall have the-power to make from 
time to time such rules and regulations for the management of public 
cemeteries as it may deem best, but no rule or regulation shall be 
made which shall conflict with these by-laws. 


Section 16. The Selectmen shall fix the prices of all lots 
hereafter sold. 


ARTICLE X 
Fire Department 


Section i. The fire department shall consist of the 
Commissioner of Public Safety and such deputy fire chiefs, captains, 
lieutenants, privates and call firemen as in the opinion of the 


Commissioner of Public Safety are necessary for the proper protection 
of the Town. 


Section 2. The chief of the fire department shall organize 
and maintain such fire companies with such membership as in his 
opinion are necessary. 


Section 3. The Commissioner of Public Safety shall be 
responsible to the Selectmen for the discipline, good order and 
proper conduct of the officers and members of the department and for 
the condition of all hose, hose carriers, hooks, ladders, trucks, 
motor vehicles, engines and other appliances and furniture used 
throughout the department. He shall enforce the rules and regulations 
of the Department and these by-laws. The Commissioner of Public 
Safety shall have full charge of the Department at all fires. In the 
absence of the Commissioner, the Deputy Chiefs of the Fire Department 
shall have charge in the order of their grade, which shall be determined 
by the Commissioner of Public Safety or Chief of the Fire Department. 


Section 4. The Commissioner of Public Safety, or in his 
absence, the Deputy Chief in charge of fighting a fire, may cause any 
street or portion thereof in the vicinity of the fire to be roped off 
in such way or manner as he may deem necessary. 


Section 5. The Commissioner of Public Safety shall annually 
on or before February lst submit a written report to the Board of 
Selectmen to be incorporated in the annual town report and said report 
shall contain: 


ae List of all fires during the year. Amount of loss 
in each case. Time of the alarm. Supposed cause 
of the fire. 


b. A list of fire alarm boxes and their location. 
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e. Such other information as the Commissioner of 
Public Safety may deem advisable together with 
such recommendations as seems to him proper 
for the future conduct of the department. 


Section 6. The Commissioner of Public Safety or Chief of 
the Fire Department may formulate and issue such rules and regulations 
for the department as he may deem necessary. 


ARTICLE X12 
fe) rd 


Section 1. There shall be an advisory board for the Town 
composed of seven members. 


Section 2. Appointments shall be made annually. The term 
of office shall begin at the time of the appointment and shall expire 
at the final adjournment of the third annual town meeting next 
succeeding. 


Section 3. The committee shall serve without pay, except 
the clerk whose compensation shall be fixed by the Board of Selectmen. 


Section 4. The Selectmen shall fill any vacancy in the 
number occurring from any cause during the year. 


Section 5. The committee shall organize by choosing from 
their own number a chairman. 


Section 6. It shall] be the duty of the Committee to consider 
all Articles in the Warrant for all town meetings and to report thereon 
at the meeting in writing. : 


Section 7. The Selectmen shall immediately upon issuing a 
warrant transmit a copy thereof to the Committee who shall thereupon 
take the same under consideration. 


Section 8. The several boards and officers charge with the 
expenditure of town money shall submit their recommendations for 
appropriations to the committee on or before February First of each 
year. 


Section 9. The committee may give one or more hearings 
regarding every proposed appropriation. 


Section 10. The various town officers and boards may be 
required by said committee to attend said hearing or hearings and 
give such evidence and explanations as may be required of them 
concerning their recommendations for appropriations. 


Section J]. Said committee shall duly consider all 
matters before it and shall approve or disapprove the articles in 
the warrant within the seope of their investigation hereunder and 
they shall report in writing to the Selectmen. 


Section 12. Nothing in this article shall be construed so 
as to prevent the town from appropriating money or making a sale 
of property according to law without the matter first being acted 
upon and recommendations and reports made thereof by said committee. 


ARTICLE XII 
Ss $ Ww B 


Section 1. No person having charge of a vehicle in any 
street shall neglect or refuse to stop the same or to place the 
same when stopped, as directed by a police officer. 


Section 2. No person having under his care or control any 
vehicle shall permit the same, or the animal or animals attached 
thereto, if any, to stand on or across any public highway, street, 
public beach or sidewalks, in such manner as to obstruct the same for 
an unnecessary length of time. No person shall stop with any vehicle 
in any public street or near another vehicle if it obstructs public 
travel and no person shall stop with any vehicle upon on or across 
any crossing in any street or highway in the town. 


Section 3. No person shall tie a horse or any other 
animal to any shade tree bordering on the public highway or owned 
by the town. 
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Section 4. No person except drivers of ambulances, patrol 
wagons or members of the fire department responding to an alarm, 
or a physician responding to an emergency call, shall ride a horse 
or drive a vehicle through a funeral procession. 


Section 5. A person driving or controlling a vehicle, 
in turning to the left into another street, shall pass to the 
right of and beyond the center of the intersecting street before 
turning. 


Section 6. No person shall erect, set up or maintain any 


fence, portico, platform, or door stop extending into or on any sidewalk, 


street or highway. 


Section 7. No person shall establish or maintain over any 
sidewalk, street or highway any sign, sign board or advertising device 
without a permit from the Selectmen; and no person shall affix such 
Sign or device to any tree, tree guard, post, board or other object 
within the limits of such sidewalks, street or highway owned by the 
town without obtaining a permit therefor from said Selectmen which 
permit may be revoked at any time. 


Section 8. No person shall establish or maintain any 
shade or awning over any part of a sidewalk or highway unless the 
same be secured and safely supported and unless the lowest part 
thereof be not less than seven feet above said sidewalk, street or 
highway. 


Section 9. No person other than & town agent shall place 
er cause to be placed on any public sidewalk, street, highway or 
beach or upon any of the common lands of the town any manure, gravel, 
dirt, ashes, lumber, wood, buildings, carriages, boxes, barrels, 
stones, coal or any rubbish or other things. 


Section 10. No person shall throw, place or cause to be 
thrown or placed upon any public beach, street or sidewalk in the 
town any stones, hoops, boards or any wood with nails projecting 
therefrom, shavings, sawdust, manure, nails, spikes, screws, 
bottles, glass, tin cans, filth, rubbish or any noxious or refuse 
or other liquid or solid matter or substance. 


Section 11. No person by himself, his agents or servants 
shall distribute or place in or upon any streets, square, park, 
common, lane, alley way, public beach or other public places any 
placard, handbill, flyers, posters, advertisements, or paper of any 
description, except that the same may be placed within the doors of 
the stores, offices and business houses and at the doors of residence. 


Section 12. No person shall suffer any horse or grazing 
beasts or swine to run at large in the town or to fee within the 
limits of the highway either with or without a keeper. 


section 13. No person shall throw stones, snow balls, 
sticks or other missles or kick football, or play at any game in 
which a ball is used or fly kites or balloons or shoot with or 
use an air gun, bow and arrow, sling shot, or other similar device 
in or across any public way or beach of the town. 


Section 14. No person shall address or accost another with 
indecent or profane language in any street or other public place 
in the town. 


Section 15. No person shall wilfully or negligently 
obstruct the free passage of foot travelers on any sidewalk nor 
shall any person loaf upon any sidewalk or on any street or 
beach or public way of the town. 


Section 16. No person shall break or dig up any sidewalk, 
street, or highway or place thereon any staging or other temporary 
structure or move any building in or along the same without a written 
permit from the Board of Selectmen. Any permit issued hereunder 
shall be in force for such time only as the Board may specify: and 
shall be subject to such conditions as they may preseribe and in 
every case shall be upon condition that during the whole of every 
night from sunset to sunrise lighted lanterns and proper barriers 
shall be so placed as to secure travellers from danger. 


Section 17. A person having such a permit shall restore the 
Sidewalk, street or highway to its original condition or to a condition 
satisfactory to the Board of Selectmen. The said Selectmen shall have 
the right to revoke said permit at any time and may require a bond, 
either before the work is commenced or during its progress to insure its 
proper performance. 


Section 18. No person shall knowlingly suffer or permit any 
water or other liquid substance to run or be discharged from any building 
owned by him or under his control, on to or across any curbed or finished 
sidewalk, except that any person may wash, with water from hose or pipe, 
windows or other parts of building on private property without danger to 
public safety. 


Section 19. No person shall coast upon or across any sidewalk, 
street or highway, except at such times and at such places as may from 
time to time be designated by the Commissioner of Public Safety. 


Section 20. No person shall write, paint, print or otherwise 
inscribe any notice, advertisement, word, figure, or pictures on any of 
the public sidewalks of the town; nor shall the same be done on any 
fence, wall, post, stone, tree, building or structure adjoining said 
sidewalks without the consent of the owner thereof. 


Section 21. No person shall fire or discharge any gun, 
pistol or other firearm in or across any of the streets, public beaches 
or other public places in the Town, or within three hundred (300) feet 
thereof, nor upon private grounds beyond said three hundred feet limit, 
unless with the consent of the owner, but this section shall not 
prevent the use of such weapon in the lawful defense of one's person, 
family or property nor in the performance of any duty required or 
authorized by law. 


Section 22. No person shall throw or cause to be thrown or 
placed upon any sidewalk, street, public beach or highway of the town 
any neils, spikes, screws, glass, tin cans or other similar articles. 


Section 23. No person shall in any way injure or obstruct 
any of the drinking fountains or watering troughs in any street or 
public place of the town, nor throw or place therein any substance 
which will tend to pollute the water. 


Section 24. No person shall walk, stand or lounge upon any 
portion of any street or public grounds devoted to the growth of grass, 
hedges, shrubs or flowers, nor in any way dig up, injure or deface 
the same. 


Section 25. No person shall injure, deface or destroy any 
street, sign, guide board, lamp post, lamp or lantern thereon, nor 
any tree, building, fence or post or other thing, set erected or made 
for the use or ornament of the town. 


Section 26. No person shall suffer a platform or grate 
or opening to a cellar or basement in any street or sidewalk to rise 
above the surface of the same and every such entrance or opening shall 
at all times be covered by suitable grating or covering and that it all 
times be properly guarded in a manner subject to the approval of the 
Board of Selectmen. 


Section 27. No owner or person having the care of any 
building abutting upon any brick, concrete or other curbed or finished 
sidewalk, the roof of which building slants towards the sidewalk, shall 
permit the building to be without @ barrier, snow guard or other device 
to prevent the falling of snow or ice from such roof to the sidewalk. 


Section 28. No person shall ride, drive or cause to be driven 
any horse or vehicle over that part of any street or way which is being 
mended, repaired or paved, if a watchman or sign is posted prohibiting 
the same, nor along any sidewalk. 


Section 29. All petitions from persons or corporations for 
permission to erect poles in the public ways shall state therein an 
accurate description of the location prayed for and be accompanied by 
proper plans defining the same, together with the location of all 
buildings adjacent to the highway, all poles then standing on the way 
with the ownership thereof, and all shade trees and hydrants, all 
within a space of three hundred (300) feet of the location desired in 
either direction of said way. 
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Section 30. No person shall own or keep in this town 
any dog which by biting, barking, howling, or in any other manner 
disturbs the peace or quiet of any neighborhood, or endangers the 
safety of any person. 


Section 3l. No person shall permit a tree, branch 
thereof, hedge, bush or shrubbery growing on his land to extend 
over or overhang any street, sidewalk or highway so as to 
interfere with the free and full use of such street, sidewalk or 
highway. 


Section 32. The word "vehicle" as used in this article 
shall include every description of carriage or other artificial 
contrivance used or capable of being used as a means of transportation, 
except as otherwise provided herein or by law. 


Section 33. No person shall build or construct a private 
sidewalk or a public or private way without a permit issued by the 
Board of Selectmen. 


Section 34. The Selectmen may supply any property owner 
of the Town of Hull, or officer or agent of any such property owner, 
with the lines and grades for sidewalks, and streets upon the first 
leying out, acceptance or relocation of the same. After such time, 
however, there shall be charged for such data a fee to be fixed and 
regulated by the Selectmen and said fees so called shall be turned 
over to the Town Treasurer. 


Section 35. No person shall throw or place upon any 
sidewalk or street crossing any banana skin or orange skin or 
other slippery substance. 


Section 36. No person unless properly, clothed shall 
be upon any beach, or swim, bathe or wade in any water within or 
adjoining property under the care and control of the Town, nor 
loiter or walk upon a sidewalk or roadway, other than a bathing 
beach, in a bathing costume, unless wearing a closed covering; 
nor lower from their shoulders or remove any part of their bathing 
costume on any beach nor disrobe for bathing within public view. 


Section 37. No person shall dress or undress in a 
vehicle on any street, sidewalk, driveway or public beach. 


Section 38. Any person violating any of the provisions 
of this Article, except as otherwise provided, shall be liable 
to a fine of not more than twenty dollars ($20.00) for each offense. 


ARTICLE XIII 
Parades and Public Gatherings 


Section 1. No person shall form or conduct any parade 
on any street, sidewalk or other public way within the town or form 
or conduct for the purpose of display or demonstration any procession 
or assembly of people, except a military or funeral parade or 
procession, without first obtaining a permit therefor from the 
Commissioner of Public Safety. 


Section 2. No vehicle used principally for advertising 
purposes shall be permitted to travel on any of the public streets 
of the town without a license from the Board of Selectmen, 


Section 3. Any person violating any of the provisions 
of this Article shall be punished by a fine of not more than twenty 
dollars ($20.00) for each offense. ; 


ARTICLE XIV 
Hackney Carriages 


Section 1. The Board of Selectmen may from time to time 
license suitable persons to set up and use hackney carriages for the 
conveyance of passengers for hire within the Town and may revoke the 
same at pleasure. 


Section 2. All persons engaged in the business of 
conveying passengers for hire within the town shall take out such 
number of hackney licenses as is equal to the greatest of number of 
such vehicles to be used at any one time by such person within the 
year for which the license is issued. 
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Section 3, The Board of Selectmen shall give notice by 
publishing in some newspaper or otherwise as they may determine that 
on or before a given date all persons who desire to set up, use or 
drive a hackney carriage or vehicle must apply for a license therefore. 


Section 4. No person after said given date and notice shall 
set up or drive in the town any hackney carriage or vehicle which shall 
be regularly or commonly used for the conveyance of persons for hire 
from place to place within the town without a license eas aforesaid. 


Section 5. hicenses issued under this Article shall expire 
on the 30th day of April and no license shall be sold assigned or 
transferred without the consent in writing of the Board of Selectmen. 


Section 6. For every license so granted the sum of one dollar 
($1.00) shall be paid to the Town Treasurer for the use of the Town, 
but no license so granted shall operate to relieve the licensee from any 
penalty herein prescribed against persons without a license if he refuses 
to take out and pay for his license within ten days-after notice that it 
has been granted. 


Section 7. Any license granted under this Article shall be 
subject to all the other provisions of these by-laws. 


Section 8. No person having charge of or driving or operating 
any hackney carriage or vehicle shall knowingly receive or permit to 
be placed therein or conveyed in or upon the same any person sick with 
any contagious disease without subsequently and before the occupancy or 
conveyance of other persons having such conveyance properly fumigated to 
the satisfaction of the Board of Health. 


Section 9. Every person holding a hackney license shall have 
marked or attached in a conspicuous place on the outside of the 
conveyance the number of his license so that the same may be distinctly 
seen. 


Section 10. Whoever violates any of the provisions of these 
Articles shall be subject to a fine of not more than ten dollars 
($10.00) for each offense. 


Section 11. The Selectmen shall have suthority to establish a 
schedule of rates to be charged to passengers by drivers of hackney 
carriages, and every owner and driver of a hackney carriage shall charge 
no more than the rates as may be established by the Board of Selectmen. 


ARTICLE XV 
Job_ sand Express Wagons 


Section 1. The Selectmen may license suitable persons or 
corporations to set up and use job and express wagons for the 
transportation for hire of goods, wares, furniture or rubbish within the 
town. All persons so engaged in the Town shall take out such number of 
job or express wagon licenses as will equal the greatest number of such 
vehicles used at any one time within the Town by such person or 
corporation during the year for which the license is issued. Such licenses 
shall expire on April 30th of each year and may be revoked at the pleasure 
of the Board of Selectmen. 


Section 2. The fee for such licenses shall be ten dollars 
($10.00) for each vehicle and shall be payable to the town treasurer, 
No license shall be issued until the fee is paid. 


Section 3. No person shall engage in the business of 
transporting for hire goods, wares, furniture or rubbish as above 
specified without obtaining a license or licenses therefor. 


Section 4. Any person licenses under the provisions of this 
Article shall cause his name and number of his license to be printed 
or placed in plain large words or numbers in @ conspicuous place on 
the outside of each vehicle used under said license. 


Section 5. Whoever violates any of the provisions of this 
article shall be subject to a penalty of not more than twenty dollars 
($20.00) for each offense. 
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TICLE XVI 
Hawkers & Peddlers 
Section 1]. No person shall hawk or peddle any of the 


articles enumerated in Chapter 101 of the General Laws until he 

has recorded his name and residence with the Commissioner of 

Public Safety and has been assigned a number by him, nor unless 

any vehicle or receptacle in which he shall carry or convey such 
articles shall have painted on it or attached thereto in a conspicuous 
place in letters or figures at least three inches in height the 
number given him. 


Section &. No person hawking or peddling any of the 
articles referred to in Section 1 shall cry his wares to the 
disturbance of the peace and comfort of the inhabitants of the 
town. 


Section 3. No hawker or peddler shall carry, convey or 
expose for sale any of said articles in any manner which will tend 
to injure or disturb the public health or comfort or otherwise than 
in vehicles and receptacles which are neat and clean, 


Section 4. The Board of Selectmen may from time to 
time grant licenses to suitable persons to be hawkers of fruit and 
vegetables within the town. 


Section 5. Such license fee shall be five dollars 
($5.00) per year and all such licenses shall expire on the 30th 
day of April following the date of issuance and the license shall 
not be issued until fee has been paid to the town treasurer. 


Section 6. No number shall be assigned any hawker or 
pedlar unless he presents to the Commissioner of Public Safety a 
receipt from the sealer of weights and measures showing that the 
weights and measures used by him have been properly inspected, 
tested and sealed. 


Section 7. Any hawker or pedler of fruit and vegetables 
who conducts his business within the town and is not licensed as 
above provided and any person who violates any of the provisions of 
this Article shall be punished by a fine of not more than ten dollars 
($10.00) for each offense. 


ARTICLE XVII 
dunk Collectors 


. The Selectmen may license suitable persons 
as junk collectors to collect by purchase or otherwise, junk, 
old metals and second hand articles from place to place in the 
town and no person shall engage in the business of collecting such 
without such license. 


Section 2. The Selectmen may require any such collectors 
and their employees or agents to display badges upon their person or 
vehicles, or both, when engaged in said business and may prescribe 
the design therefor. 


Section 3. The Selectmen may require that any place, 
vehicle or receptacle used for the collecting or keeping of said 
articles be examined at any time by said Selectmen or the Commissioner 
of Public Safety or any police officer. 


Section 4. No person licensed under this Article shall 
directly or indirectly purchase or receive any of said Articles, 
except rags and bottles, of a minor or an apprentice, knowing or 
having reason to believe him to be such. 


Section 5. All licenses granted under this Article shall 
expire on April 30th of each year and may be revoked by the 
Selectmen at their pleasure. 


Section 6. Whoever not being licensed as a junk collector 
collects junk as aforesaid in violation of this Article and whoever, 
being licensed, violates any of the provisions of this article, or 
any rule, regulation or restriction contained in his license or any 
requirement of the Board of Selectmen made hereunder shall forfeit 
not more than twenty dollars for each offense. 


ARTICLE XVIiT 
J Dealer 


fe} . The Selectmen may license suitable persons to 
be dealers in and keepers of shops for the purchase, sale and barter 
of junk, old metal and second hand articles and no person shall be a 
dealer in or keeper of such a shop without such license. 


Section 2. Every person so licensed shall keep a book in 
which shall be written at the time of every purchase of any such 
article, a description thereof, the name and person from whom and the 
time when such purchase was made. Such book shall at all times be 
open to the inspection of the Selectmen and the police department. 


Section 3. Every person so licensed shall put ina 
conspicuous place on his shop a sign having his name and occupation 
clearly inscribed thereon and shall at all times allow his shop 
and articles therein to be examined by the Selectmen or Police 
Department and he shall comply with all directions and requirements 
of the Selectmen and the Board of Health. 


Section 4. No person licensed as aforesaid shall directly 
or indirectly purchase or receive any of said articles, except rags 
and bottles from any minor or apprentice knowing or having reason to 
believe him to be such. 


Section 5. All licenses granted under this Article shall 
expire on April 30th of each year and may be revoked by the Selectmen 
at their pleasure. 


Section 6. No person shall use any building, enclosure, 
or other structure for the storage, sale or keeping of rags, waste 
paper, paper stock or other inflamable material without a written 
license therefor from the Selectmen. 


Section 7. Whoever not being licensed as herein provided, 
keeps such a shop or storage place, or is such a dealer and being 
licensed, violates any of the provisions of this article or any 
regulations or restrictions contained in his license shall forfeit 
not more than twenty dollars ($20.00) for each offense. 


ARTICLE XIX 
Park and Dance Halls 


Section 1. No person under the influence of liquor shall 
be admitted to or permitted to remain in any public park, dance hall 
or other public place in this town. 


Section 2. No person shall have any intoxicating liquor 
in his possession in any park, dance hall or other public place in 
this town. 


Section 3. Whoever violates any of the provisions of 
this article shall forfeit not more than twenty dollars ($20.00) for 
each offense. 


ARTICLE XX 


If any Article or Section of any Article of these by-laws 
is declared unconstitutional or illegal by final judgment, order or 
decree of the Supreme Judicial Court of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, the validity of the remaining provisions of these 
by-laws shall not be affected thereby. 


TICLE ZXI 


Section l. These by-laws and the repeal or amendment of 
any by-laws heretofore enforced shall not affect any act done, any 
right accrued or penalty or liability incurred or any suit 
prosecution or proceeding pending at the time they take effect. 


Section 2. All by-laws heretofore enforced which are 
in conflict with the provisions of these by-laws shall be 
repealed and the provisions of these by-laws shall become effective 
when they are approved and distributed as required by Statute. 


Article 15. Will the Town vote to have the Town Constables appointed 
by the Selectmen instead of electing them as heretofore? 


It was unanimously voted: That the Board of Selectmen be 
and hereby are authorized to appoint as’ many Town Constables 
as they in their discretion will deem necessary, the first 
appointments to be made by them during the month of March 

in the year 1935. 


That the Board of Selectmen be and hereby are empowered 
to remove any constable if they, in their opinion will 
deem such removal necessary. 


Article 16. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate an 
additional sum of money to pay the Town's share of the 
cost of extending Waveland Drain known as project #4304 
of the C. W. A., or act on anything relating thereto? 


It was unanimously voted: That the sum of $2000.00 be 
raised and appropriated to pay the Town's share of the 
cost of extending the main drain in the Waveland section 
of the town known as projects #4304 and #6208-2 of the 
C. W. A., to be assessed in the taxes of 1934. 


Article 17. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate an 
additional sum of money to pay the Town's share of the 
cost of extending the Drain on Westminster Road and 
Mountford Road known as project #3472 of the C. W. A., 
or act on anything relating thereto? 


It was unanimously voted: That the sum of $800.00 be 
raised and appropriated to pay the Town's share of the 
cost of extending the main drain on Westminster Road and 
Mountford Road known as projects #3472 and #6208-1 of the 
C. W. A., to be assessed in the taxes of 1934. 


Article 18, To see if the Town will raise and appropriate an additional 
sum of money to pay the Fown's share of the cost of 
extending Sewer on Nantasket Avenue known as project #3473 
of the C. W. A. or act on anything relating thereto? 


It was unanimously voted: That the Town raise and 
@ppropriate the sum of $1500.00 to pay the Town's share

Town Meetings and Notice Thereof 


Section 1. The annual town meeting for the election of town 
officers shall be held on the first Monday of March of each year. 


Section 2. All business of the annual meeting, except the 
election of such officers and the determination of such matters as by 
law are required to be elected or determined at such meeting, shall be 
considered at an adjournment thereof, which adjournment shall be held 
on the Saturday following the first Monday of March at one o'clock P. M,. 


Service of the warrant for every town meeting, 
unless a different time or method is prescribed by law, shall be made 
by posting a copy thereof at the main entrance to the Fire and Police 
Station Building and at least three other public places in said town 
seven (7) days at least before the day appointed for said meeting. 
Compliance with this section shall constitute legal notice of any 
meeting. 


Section 4. The Town Clerk shall have a number of printed 
copies of the Town Warrant with him on the day of the adjourned town 
meeting so that any legal resident voter of the Town may have one if he 
or she asks for it. 


ARTICLE If 
Procedure of Town Meeting 


Section ]. At any town meeting held for the transaction of 
town business no person whose name is not on the list of voters shall be 
admitted to the floor of the hall and this by-law shall be enforced by 
the use of the check list, but the same shall not apply to State 
elections, primaries or town meetings for the election of town officers 
or be construed to prohibit press reporters, town counsel, town engineer 
or any representative from the Commonwealth of Massachusetts and/ or 
County Commissioners or other persons who may have been invited by the 
Selectmen for the purpose of explaining any particular Article in the 
Town Warrant. 


A printed copy of the Warrant shall be furnished 
to voters as provided in Article I, Sec. 4 at all regular town meetings. 


Section 3. Articles in the Warrant shall be acted upon in 
their order unless the meeting by vote otherwise determines. 


Section 4. All reports, motions and resolutions submitted for 
the consideration of the meeting involving the expenditure of money shall 
be in writing. Any report, resolution or motion shall be reduced to 
writing if the Moderator so directs. 


No person shall speak more than twice upon any 
question, except for the correction of an error or to make an 
explanation, without first obtaining leave of the meeting, nor until 
others who have not spoken on the question shall speak if they desire. 


Section 6. No person shall speak more than five minutes for 
the second time on any subject if there others who desire to speak but 
who have not been heard on the same subject without first obtaining 
leave of the meeting. 


Section 7. Every person desiring to speak shall arise, 
address the chair, first obtain recognition, and stand while speaking 
unless the Moderator otherwise directs.

Section 8, All votes unless otherwise provided by law shall 
be taken in the first instance by a "yes" and "no® voice vote. If the 
Moderator is in doubt as to the vote, or if seven (7) citizens immediately 
doubt the vote, the Moderator shall call for either a standing vote or 
a vote by ballot.

shall be received and shall have precedence in the foregoing order and 
the first three shall be decided without debate. 


Q 4& motion to reconsider any vote must be made 
before the final adjournment of the meeting at which the vote was 
passed, but such motion to reconsider shall not be made at an 
adjourned meeting unless the mover has given notice of his intention 
to make such a motion either at the session of the meeting at which 
the vote was passed or by written notice to the Town Clerk within 
forty-eight hours after the adjournment of such session. There can 
be no reconsideration of a vote once reconsidered, or after a vote 
not to reconsider. 


Section 1), The duties of the Moderator not specifically 
provided for by law or by these by-laws shall be determined by the 
rules of practice contained in Cushing's Manual of Parlimentary 
Procedure so far as they may be adapted to the circumstances and 
powers of the Town.

Duties of the Selectmen 


The Selectmen shall have the general direction 
and management of the property and affairs of the Town in all matters 
not otherwise provided for by law or by these by-laws. 


The Selectmen shall appoint in March of every 
year the following town officers who shall serve for the terms as 
specified by law or by these by-laws:

All conveyances of land or interests in land 
which may be hereafter suthorized by vote of the town or otherwise, 
except land held under tax titles, shall be signed by a majority 
of the Board of Selectmen unless otherwise provided by law or these 
by-laws, or by special vote of the town and the same shall be 
sealed with the Town Seal.

It shall be the duty of the Selectmen to 
impose and enforce a set of rules and regulations for the government 
of the police and the fire departments and the guidance of the members 
thereof not inconsistent with these by-laws. They shall have copies 
of the same printed for the use of the police and the fire departments. 


Section 7, - The-Seleetmen may require-frem the Town Treasurer 
and the Tax Collector a-new bond or a renewal of their original bond 
after each re-election to their respective offices if hsy deem the 
seme necessary. - -- = 


The Selectmen may settle any claims, demands 
or suits against the Town which in their opinion cannot be defended 
successfully, acting upon the advice of counsel, when the amount to 
be paid does not exceed four hundred dollers ($400.00) and may pay 
the amount so to be paid from any appropriation or funds which mey be 
legally available for the purpose. 


ARTICLE IV 


Town Clerk 


The Town Clerk shall furnish for the use of the 
voters at the town meeting perforated "yes® and "no" ballots with 
letters one-half inch high for the use of the voters under the 
direction of the Moderator as provided in Article II Sec. 8 of these 
by-laws and he shall also provide regular voting lists for use at 
town meetings. 


He shall keep @ file of all town reports, 
reports submitted by all committees chosen by the Town and all original 
documents relating to the affairs of the Town which come into his 
custody. He shall suitably index all such reports and all records of 
the town in his custody in a manner convenient for reference and 
examination. 


Section 3. Whenever any voter shall have given notice 
to the Town Clerk of an intention to move the reconsideration of 
any vote in pursuance with the provisions of Article II of these 
by-laws, the Town Clerk shall immediately give notice of such 
intended motion by causing a copy of such notice to be posted as and 
where the notices of the original meeting were posted. 


Section 4, He may employ a competent stenographer who shall 
be sworn and present at, and take in shorthand, the entire proceedings 
of every town meeting to assist the Town Clerk in obtaining and 
retaining a proper record of said proceedings and he, or any other 
Town Officer, Committee or Board may require the stenographer to 
transcribe the whole or any part of his notes of such proceedings. 

The stenographer's notes shall be filed with the Town Clerk and 
retained as part of the public record of the Town. Compensation for 
said stenographer shall be paid by the Town. Any voter may at any 
time require said stenographer to transcribe and furnish such voter 
with a record of the whole or any part of the proceedings at any 
time, but the stenographer shall be paid in advance therefor by

Section 2. The Commissioner of Public Safety shall act 
as Chief of the Police and the Fire Departments and shall perform 
such duties and have such powers as are provided for by law and 
these by-laws. 
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‘* The Police Department shall consist of the 
Commissioner of Public Safety and such captains, lieutenants, 
sergeants \and police officers as the work of the department may 
require ant the Board of Selectmen shall appoint. The Selectmen 
shall have the right to inerease or decrease the number of police 
officers as it deems necessary and may for particular cases appoint 
& police matron to assist the Commissioner of Public Sfety. 


) - The Commissioner of Public Safety shall have 
authority, subjact to the approval of the Board of Selectmen, to 
designate captains, lieutenants and sergeants from among the police 
officers appointed by the Board of Selectmen, and, subject to the 
approval of the Boksrd of Selectmen shall fix the compensation of 
police officers and\matrons. Sueh compensation, however, shall not 
exceed in the aggregate the amount appropriated by the Town. 


. \ The Commigsioner of Public Safety shall be 
the head of the police department and subject to the general 
supervision and control\of the Board of Selectmen. He shall have 
control of the Department, its officers and members, constables 
and special police officers when in the service of the Department. 
He shall be responsible for the discipline and efficiency of the 
department and shall enforsy the rules and regulations thereof. 


The Pol ee Department shall be subject to all 
the rules and regulations and\perform all the duties which are now 
or hereafter may be prescribed\by the by-laws of the Town, by the

Section §. The Commissionek of Public Safety shall kept’ VY 
an account of ali duties performed and‘ of all absences from duty 
with the causes thereof. He shall take e\notice of all nuisances, 
defects, and obstructions in the streets\and other public places in 
the Town and shall take all proper measures relative thereto. He 
shall cause proceedings to be instituted for the prosecution of 
violation of the laws and of these by-laws. He shall be a resident 
of the Town. 


Section 6. The Commissioner of mais Safety shall have 
the care and custody of all property of the Town used by the 
Police Department and shall keep a full and contplete record of 
the business of the department. He shall report, monthly to the 
Board of Selectmen and shall, at such other times as the Board 
may require, report all doings of his department. He shall 
annually make a written report to be printed in the annual town 
report of the organization and condition of his department, its 
business and expenses thereof for the preceding year, together 
with such recommendations which he may think advisable for the 
management of the department. 


Section 7. The Commissioner of Public Safety shall have 
the power to temporarily relieve from duty any of his subordinates 
for neglect or nonperformance of duty or for any act contrary to 
good order and discipline or for violation of any of the rules or 
regulations of the Department. In each ease he shall within forty- 
eight hours furnish the Board of Selectmen his reasons. The Selectmen 
shall forthwith determine the merits of the case, except as otherwise 
provided by law. 


Section 8. It shall be the duty of each police officers 
patrolling a regular beat to immediately report all acts happening 
on the highway and public places patrolled by him involving 
injuries to persons or property. He shall make a careful investigation, 
securing the names and addresses of all witnesses thereto, and shall 
incorporate the same in his report to the Commissioner of Public

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ARTICLE Vil 
Ruties of Town Counsel 


The Board of Selectmen shall annually in March 
and whenever a vacancy shell exist, choose some competent lawyer to 
act as Town Counsel. He shall be paid such compensation as the Board 
may determine. They may remove him at pleasure. 


Section 2. # The term of office of said Town Counsel shall 
begin on the first aay of April of each year and shall continue until 
the appointment and acceptance of his successor. 


The several town officers, boards and committees 
shall have authority to prosecute and defend through the town counsel 
all litigation to which the said town or they as its officers as 
aforesaid are parties. 


The town counsel shall draw all surety bonds, 
deeds, except tax deeds and releases, leases, obligations, covenants 
and other legal instruments, or supervise the same and do every 
professional act which may be required of him by vote of the Town or 
by any town officer or board of officers or committee. Also when 
required by said officers, boards or committees, he shall furnish a 
written opinion of any legal question which may be submitted to him 
in regard to any matter which concerns the Town or them as Town 
Officers, and he shall at all times furnish legal advice to any 
officer of the Town who may require his opinion upon any subject with 
reference to the duties incumbent upon such officers by virtue of 
his office. 


Section 5, He shall prosecute all suits ordered to be 
brought by the town and shall appear before any court or other 
tribunal in defense of actions or suits brought against the town or 
its officers in their official capacity. He shall try any and all 
eases to which the town shall be a party before any tribunal, whether 
in law, equity or otherwise, or before any Board, Referee, Commissioner, 
Committee, Arbitrator or other tribunal. 


Section 6, A&8 soon as may be after receiving notice from 
the Comisesiconer-ef-Publie Sefety or-ether—tewn officer of injury 
to personal property under circumstances which may give rise to a 
claim for damages against the Town, the town counsel shell make a 
careful investigation of all facts relative thereto and if he deems 
the same advisable may cause a physical examination of any person or 
persons claimed to be injured to be made by a competent physician or 
physicians and a survey or plan to be made and a photograph or 
photographs to be taken of the place where the alleged injury occurred 
and of the surrounding territory. He shall take all steps which he 
deems necessary and adequate to defend such claim and to protect the 
name of the town. 


Section 7. The town counsel shall prosecute in behalf of 
the Town in the local district court all cases for the violation of 
any by-laws of the Town when requested to do so by the Commissioner 
of Public Safety. 


The town counsel shall annually make a written 
report to the Board of Selectmen to be printed in the annual town 
report concerning the professional services rendered by him during the 
preceding year. Said report shall contain a statementof each case or 
claim which has been tried, settled or otherwise disposed of by him 
during the year and also a statementcfeach case which is still 
pending and the status of the same in so far as the facts may be 
properly published together with such other information and 
recommendations as he may deem advisable. 


9 Nothing in this Article shall preclude any 
town officer or board from obtaining a special counsel whenever 
necessary and authorized by law, PROVIDING, however, that they shall 
first get the consent of the Board of Selectmen.

ARTICLE IX 
Cemetery Committee 


The Selectmen of the Town shall act as the 
cemetery committee. 


Section 2. They shall have the care and management of the 
grounds and buildings constituting and connected with the Town 
Cemetery and they shall see that these by-laws, rules and regulations 
which are or may be established are observed and kept. 


They shall annually on or before January 1 of 
each year render a report in writing of the management of the 
cemetery with any recommendations. This report shall be published 
in the annual town report. 


Section 4, The Selectmen shall annually in March elect a 
Burial Agent of the public cemetery and his term of office shail 
begin April Ist. 


Such portion of the grounds of the public 
cemetery as shall be deemed advisable by the Selectmen shall from 
time to time be divided into grave lots or tomb lots with suitable 
@venues and paths and all such lots shall be numbered in their order. 


The Selectmen shall sell to every inhabitant 
of the town who makes a request therefor one lot if any are available 
for sale. 


No person shall walk upon any of the lots or 
borders within the cemetery, except in conformity with rules 
established by the Selectmen, and no person shall gather any flowers 
or break any shrub or plant or write upon or otherwise injure any 
monument, fence or other structure in or belonging to the cemetery, 
or discharge any firearms therein, except in the case of military 
funerals. Any person violating any provisions of this oa as shall 
be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars ($20.00). 


Each funeral procession shall be led into 
the cemetery by the most convenient avenues and shall in no case 
cross any lot or make use of one, except the one being used. 


No proprietor of a lot shall in any case 
alter the natural grades of the avenues and paths adjoining his 
lot without the consent of the Selectmen, and, in case any trespass 
of this or a similar kind is committed, the Selectmen shall cause 
the same to be removed or restored at the expense of the trespasser. 


No tree shall be planted or fences or curbs 
erected on any lot except with the consent of the Selectmen. 


Section 11. No lot shall be sold to any person not an 
inhabitant of the town and shall not be sold to such inhabitant 
unless the Selectmen are satisfied that he intends to permanently 
remain an inhabitant, and on removal of such person, a lot standing 
in his name shall revert to the town unless the lot actually has 
been oceupied by the burial of some member of his family before 
removal, PROVIDED, that the town shall refund to him the money 
actually paid by him to the town for the lot. 


No burial, disinterment or removal of a body 
shall be made except with the consent of the Selectmen and under the 
supervision of the caretaker. 


Section 13, The Selectmen may upon the sale of lots as 
herein provided by deed made and executed in the form and manner 
prescribed convey to the purchaser the sole and exclusive right of 
burial in any lot in said cemetery and of erecting monuments, 
tombstones and other structures thereon not inconsistent with these 
by-laws or with any rules or regulations as made by the said Selectmen. 


Section 14, The Selectmen shall cause a careful record to 
be kept of every interment with the name and age of the person interred 
with the date thereof, the lot number and the owner thereof. This record 
shall be retained in the Town Clerk's office for public inspection. 


s The Selectmen shall have the power to make from 
time to time such rules and regulations for the management of public 
cemeteries as it may deem best, but no rule or regulation shall be made 
which shall conflict with these by-laws. 


Section 16. The Selectmen shall fix the prices of all lots 
hereafter sold.

Section 1, The fire department shall consist of the 
Commfwsioner of Public Safety and such deputy fire chiefs, captains, 
lieutenants, privates and call firemen as in the opinion of the

The chief of the fire department shall organize 
and maintain such fire companies with such membership as in his opinion 
are necessary. 


Section 3. The Commissioner of Public Safety shall be 
responsible to the Selectmen for the discipline, good order and proper 
conduct of the officers and members of the department and for the 
condition of all hose, hose ¢qarriers, hooks, ladders, trucks, motor 
vehicles, engines and other appliances and furniture used throughout the 
department. He shall enforce the rules and regulations of the Department 
and these by-laws. The Commissioner of Public Safety shall have full 
charge of the Department at all fires. In the absence of the Commissioner, 
the Deputy Chiefs of the Fire Department shall have charge in the order 
of their grade, which shall be determined by the Commissioner of Public 
Safety or Chief of the Fire Department. 


Section 4. The Commissioner of Public Safety, or in his 
absence the Deputy Chief in charge of fighting a fire, may cause any 
street or portion thereof in the vicinity of the fire to be roped off 
in such way or manner as he may deem necessary. 


The Commissioner of Public Safety shall annually 
on or before February lst submit a written report to the Board of 
Selectmen to be incorporated in the annual town report and said report 
shall contain:

Nothing in this Article shall be construed so 
as to prevent the town from appropriating money or making a sale of 
property according to law without the matter first being acted upon 
and recommendations and report made thereof by said committee.

Streets, Sidewalks and Beaches 
ection 1. No person having charge of a vehicle in any street 
shall neglect or refuse to stop the same or to place the same when 


stopped as directed by a police officer. 


Section 2. No person having under his care or control any 
vehicle shall permit the same, or the animal or animals attached 
thereto, if any, to stand on or across any public highway, street, 
public beach or sidewalk, in such manner as to obstruct the same for 
an unnecessary length of time. No person shail stop with any vehicle 
in any public street or near another vehicle if it obstructs public 
travel and no person shall stop with any vehicle upon or across any 
crossing in any street or highway in the town. 


Section 3. Neo person shall tie a horse or any other 
animal to any shade tree bordering on the public highway or owned 
by the town. 


Section 4. No person except drivers of ambulances, patrol 
wagongw or members of the fire department responding to an alarm, or 
a physician responding to an emergency call, shall ride a horse or 
drive a vehicle through a funeral procession. 


Section 5. A person driving or controlling a vehicle in 
turning to the left into another street shall pass to the right 
of and beyond the center of the intersecting street before _turning. 


Section 6. No person shall erect, set up or maintain 
any fence, portico, platform, or door stop extending into or on 
any sidewalk, street or highway. 


Section 7. No person shall establish or maintain over 
any sidewalk, street or highway any sign, sign board or advertising 
device without a permit from the Selectmen; and no person shall 
affix such sign or device to any tree, tree guard, post, board or 
other object within the limits of such sidewalks, street or highway 
owned by the town without obtaining a permit therefor from said 
Selectmen which permit may be revoked at any time. 


Section 8. No person shall establish or maintain any 
shade or awning over any part of a sidewalk or highway unless 
the same be secured and safely supported and unless the lowest 
part thereof be not less than seven feet above said sidewalk, 
street or highway. 


Section 9, No person other than a town agent shall place 
or cause to be placed on any public sidewalk, street, highway or 
beach or upon any of the common lands of. the town any manure, 
gravel, dirt, ashes, lumber, wood, buildings, carriages, boxes, 
barrels, stones, coal or any rubbish or other things. 


. Section 10. No person shall throw, place or cause to 
be thrown or placed upon any public beach, street or sidewalk in 
the town any stones, hoops, boards or any wood with nails 
projecting therefrom, shavings, sawdust, manure, nails, spikes, 
screws, bottles, glass, tin cans, filth, rubbish or any noxious 
or refuse or other liquid or solid matter or substance. 


Section 11, No person by himself, his agents or servants 
shall distribute or place in or upon any streets, square, park, 
common, lane, alley way, public beach or other public places any 
placard, handbill, flyers, posters, advertisements, or paper of 
any description, except that the same may be placed within the doors 
of the stores,offices and business houses and at the doors of 
residences. 


No person shall suffer any horse or grazing 
beasts or swine to run at large in the town or to feed within the 
limits of the highway either with or without a keeper. 


Section 13. No person shall throw stones, snow balls, 
sticks or other missles or kick football, or play at any game in 
which a ball is used or fly kits or balloons or shoot with or 
use an air gun, bow and arrow, sling shot, or other similar device 
in or across any public way or beach of the town. 


No person shall address or accost with 
another with indecent or profane language in any street or other 
public place in the town. 


No person shall wilfully or negligently 
obstruct the free passage of foot travelers on any sidewalk nor 
shall any person loaf upon any sidewalk. or on any street or beach 
or public way of the town. 


No person shall break or dig up any 
sidewalk, street or highway or place thereon any staging or other 
temporary structure or move any building in or along the same 
without a written permit from the Board of Selectmen. Any permit 
issued hereunder shall be in force for such time only as the 
Board may specify and shall be subject to such conditions as they 
may- prescribe and in every case shall be upon condition that during 
the whole of every night from sunset to sunrise lighted lanterns 
and proper barriers shall be so placed as to secure travellers 
from danger. 


& person having such a permit shall restore the 
sidewalk, street or highway to its original condition or to a 
condition satisfactory to the Board of Selectmen. The said Selectmen 
shall have the right to revoke said permit at any time and may require 
a bond, either before the work is commenced or during its progress to 
insure its proper performance. 


Section 18. No person shall knowingly suffer or permit any 
water or other Liquid substance to run or be discharged from any 
building owned by him or under his control, on to or across any curbed 
or finished sidewalk, except that any person may wash, with water from 
hose or pipe, windows or other parts of the building on private property 
without danger to public safety. 


Section 19, No person shall coast upon or across any sidewalk, 
street or highway, except at such times and at such places as may from 
time to time be designated by the Commissioner of Public Safety. 


No person shall write, paint, print or otherwise 
inscribe any notice, advertisement, word, figure, or pictures on any 
of the public sidewalks of the town; nor shall the same be done on any 
fence, wall, post, stone, tree, building or structure adjoining said 
sidewalks without the consent of the owner thereof. 


No person shall fire or discharge any gun, 
pistol or other firearm in or across any of the streets, public beaches 
or other public places in the Town, or within three hundred (300) feet 
thereof, nor upon private grounds beyond said three hundred feet limit, 
unless with the consent of the owner, but this section shall not 
prevent the use of such weapon in the lawful defense of one's person, 
family or property nor in the performance of any duty required or 
authorized by law. 


Section 22. No person shall throw or ¢ause to be thrown or 
placed upon any sidewalk, street, public beach or highway of the town 
any nails, spikes, screws, glass, tin cans or other similar articles. 


Section 23. No person shall in any way injure or obstruct 
any of the drinking fountains or watering troughs in any street or 
public place of the town, nor throw or place therein any substance 
which will tend to pollute the water. 


Section 24, No person shall walk, stand or lounge upon any 
portion of any street or public grounds devoted to the growth of grass, 
hedges, shrubs or flowers, nor in any way dig up, injure or deface the 
same. 


No person shall injure, deface or destroy any 
street sign, guide board, lamp post, lamp or lantern thereon, nor any 
tree, building, fence or post or other thing set, erected or made for 
the use or ornament of the town. 


No person shall suffer a platform or grate or 
opening to a cellar or basement in any street or sidewalk to rise 
above the surface of the same and every such entrance or opening shall 
at all times be covered by suitable grating or covering and that it at 
all times be properly guarded in @ manner subject to the approval of the 
Board of Selectmen. 


Section 27. No owner or person having the care of any building 
abutting upon any brick, concrete or other curbed or finished sidewalk, 
the roof of which building slants towards the sidewalk, shall permit the 
building to be without a barrier, snow guard or other device to prevent 
the falling of snow or ice from such roof to the sidewalk. 


No person shall ride, drive or cause to be driven 
any horse or vehicle over that part of any street or way which is being 
mended, repaired or paved, if a watchman or sign is posted prohibiting 
the same, nor along any sidewalk. 


All petitions from persons or corporations for 
permission to erect poles in the public ways shall state therein an 
accurate description of the location prayed for and be accompanied by 
proper plans defining the same, together with the location of all 
buildings adjacent to the highway, all poles then standing on the way 
with the ownership thereof, and all shade trees and hydrants, all 
within a space of three hundred (300) feet of the location desired 
in either direction of said way. 
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Section 30. No person shall own or keep in this town any 
dog which by biting, barking, howling, or in any other manner 
disturbs the peace or quiet of anyneighborhood, or endangers the 
safety of any person. 


$ No person shall permit a tree, branch thereof, 
hedge, bush or shrubbery growing on his land to extend over or 
overhang any street, sidewalk or highway so as to interfere with the 
free and full use of such street, sidewalk or highway. 


Section 32, The word "vehicle™ as used in this article 
shall include every description of carriage or other artificial 
contrivance used or capable of being used as a means of transportation, 
except as otherwise provided herein or by law. 


Section 33, No person shall build or construct a private 
sidewalk or a public or private way without a permit issued by the 
Board of Selectmen. 


3 The Selectmen may supply any property owner 
of the Town of Hull, or officer or agent of any such property owner, 
with the lines and grades for sidewalks, and streets upon the first 
laying out, acceptance or relocation of the same. After such time, 
however, there shall be charged for such data a fee to be fixed and 
regulated by the Selectmen and said fees so called shall be turned 
over to the Town Treasurer. 


No person shall throw or place upon any 
sidewalk or street crossing any banana skin or orange skin or 
other slippery substance.

Section }. No person shall form or conduct any parade 


on any street, sidewalk or other public way within the town or 

form or conduct for the purpose of display or demonstration any 
procession or assembly of people, except a military or funeral 

parade or procession, without first obtaining a permit therefor 
from the Commissioner of Public Safety. 


No vehicle used principally for advertising 
purposes shall be permitted to travel on any of the public streets 
of the town without a license from the Board of Selectmen. 


Section 3. Any person violating any of the provisions 
of this Article shall be punished by a fine of not more than 
twenty dollars ($20.00) for each offense. 


ARTICLE XIV 
Hackney Carriages 


The Board of Selectmen may from time to time 
license suitable persons to set up and use hackney carriages for 
the conveyance of passengers for hire within the town and may 
revoke the same at pleasure. 


Section 2, All persons engaged in the business of 
conveying passengers for hire within the town shall take out 
such number of hackney licenses as is equal to the greatest number 
of such vehicles to be used at any one time by such person within 
the year for which the license is issued. 
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Section 3. The Board of Selectmen shall give notice by 
publishing in some newspaper or otherwise as they may determine 
that on or before a given date all persons who desire to set up, 
ae 8 drive a hackney carriage or vehicle must apply for a license 
therefor. 


No person after said given date and notice 
shall set up or drive in the town any hackney carriage or vehicle 
shall be regularly or commonly used for the conveyance of persons 
for hire from place to place within the town without a license as 
aforesaid. 


Licenses issued under this Article shall 
expire on the 30th day of April and no license shall be sold 
assigned or transferrred without the consent in writing of the 
Board of Selectmen. 


Section G+ For every license so granted the sum of one 
dollar ($1.00) shall be paid to the Town Treasurer for the use of 
the Town, but no license so granted shall operate to relieve the 
licensee from any penalty herein prescribed against persons without 


a license if he refuses to take out and pay for his license within 
ten days after notice that it has been granted. 


Section 7, Any license granted under this Article shall 
be subject to all the other provisions of these by-laws. 


No person having charge of or driving or 
operating any hackney carriage or vehicle shall knowingly receive 
or permit to be placed therein or conveyed in or upon the same 
any person sick with any contagious disease without subsequently 
and before the occupancy or conveyance of other persons having 
such conveyance properly fumigated to the satisfaction of the 
Board of Health. 


Section 9. Every person holding a hackney license shall 
have marked or attached in a conspicuous place on the outside of 
the conveyance the number of his license so that the same may be 
distinctly seen. 


Section 10, Whoever violates any of the provisions of 
these Articles shall be subject to a fine of not more than ten 
dollars ($10.00) for each offense. 


The Selectmen shall have authority to 
establish a schedule of rates to be charged to passengers by drivers 
of hackney carriages, and every owner and driver of a hackney 
carriage shall charge no more than the rates as may be established 
by the Board of Selectmen. 


ARTICLE XV 
Job and Express Wagons 


Section 1. The Selectmen may license suitable persons or 
corporations to set up and use job and express wagons for the 
transportations for hire of goods, wares, furniture or rubbish 
within the town. All persons so engaged in the Town shall take 
out such number of job or express wagon licenses as will equal the 
greatest number of such vehicles used at any one time within the 
Town by such person or corporation during the year for which the 
license is issued. Such licenses shall expire on April 30th of each 
year and may be revoked at the pleasure of the Board of Selectmen. 


Section 2. The fee for such licenses shall be ten dollars 
($10.00) for each vehicle and shall be payable to the town treasurer. 
No license shall be issued until the fee is paid.

Section 3. No person shall engage in,business of transporting 
for hire goods, wares, furniture or rubbish as above specified without 
obtaining a license or licenses therefor. 


Section 4, Any person licensed under the provisions of this 
Article shall cause his name and number of his license to; printed or 
placed in plain large words or numbers in a conspicuous place on the 
outside of each vehicle used under said license.

ARTICLE XXII 


REGULATION OF ADVERTISING SIGNS AND 
BILLBQARDS 7 


“Section 1. AUTHORIZATION, In conformity 
with the General Laws and lawful state regulations for 
the proper control and restriction of outdoor advertising 
devices, and without relaxing any restrictions on said 
devices imposed by such regulations, said devices in the 
Town of Hull are hereby further restricted, as provided 
in the following sections: 


Section 2. EXEMPTIONS, This by-law shall 
apply exclusively to outdoor advertising within public 
view of any highway, public park or reservation. It shall 
not apply to signs or other devices controlled under the 
provisions of Section 1, 2 or 8, of Chapter 85, General 
Laws, or to signs or other devices.:an or.in the roiling 
stock;: stati6ns, subways or structure of or used by common 
carriers, except advertising devices on bridges or viaducts 
or abutments thereof; and, except for lawful restrictions 
as to.size and location, it shall not apply to signs or 
other devices which advertise or indicate either the 
person occupying the premises in question or the business 
transacted thereon or advertise the property itself of 
any part thereof as for sale or to let and which contain 


no other advertising matter. It also shall not apply to 
any advertising device legally permitted and maintained on 
the date of the taking effect of this by-law. 
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Section 3. DEFINITIONS: 


"Advertising Devices" shall mean billboards, painted . 
bulletins, poster panels, signs, placards and other outdoor 
units designed to call public attention to the matter displayed 
thereon. = 
"Advertising Sign” or "sign" shall mean any outdoor 


advertising device. 


"Sign-board" shall mean any structure designed for 
displaying an outdoor advertisement. 


"Highway" shall mean any public way. 


"Public Park" shall mean a piece of public land of at least 
five thousand square feet set apart for beauty and public 
enjoyment. = 


"Public reservation" shall mean a piece of public land set 
apart for recreational use, as a state or municipal forest, as 
a protection to a public water supply, as a memorial, or 
cemetery, or as a place of unusual seenic or historical interest. 


"Permitted" shall mean authorized by an official permit. 


"Display" shall mean to make or maintain visible from any 
highway, public perk or reservation. 


"Brea" of a sign or signboard shall mean the area of the 
face view of the entire device, including all attachments 
except supports and lattice at the base thereof. 


"Residential District" shell mean any area zoned as 
residential. 


"Non-conforming business" shall man a business located in 
a residential or rural district, other than such rural business 
as farming or the raising and sale on the same premises of farn, 
garden or orchard products. 


"Lawful sign* shall mean any outdoor advertising device not 
prohibited by any provision of law or by any lawful regulation. 

"Accessory sign" shall mean any outdoor advertising device 
which carries only advertisements strictly incidental and 
subordinate to a lawful use of the premises on which it is 
located, including signs,indicating business transacted or goods 
sold or produced on the premises or an occupant thereof, but 
not including any sign sold or rented to an outside party... 


"Sign on a wall" shall mean a sign closely attached 
throughout to and facing with that wall, or on a window or 
door therein. , 


"Lot™ shall mean a plot of ground containing and devoted to 
the purposes of a building, or laid out to contain a building, 
with all required open spaces; or a large tract of unbuilt, 
undivided land under one ownership. 


Section 4. GENERAL RESTRICTIONS. No person, firn, 
association or corporation shall be permitted or allowed to 
erect, display or maintain any billboard or other outdoor 
advertising device, not exempted by Section 2 hereof, except 
those specified in paragraphs (a) (b) (c) (a) and (e} of 
this section. e ae 


(a) In districts not of a residential or rural character, 
any lawful sign on or attached to a wall of a building or any 
lawful ground or roof sign or signboard no part of which 
extends over fifteen feet above the part of the ground or roof 
on which it stands. 


(>) In residential or rural district, any lawful accessory 
Sign or signs not.exceeding five square feet in aggregate area 


- on any one building or lot; or any dawful sign or signs 


advertising only the sale or rental of the premises, not 
exceeding a total area of ten square feet; or, on the premises 
of any public building, or of any farm, garden, tree-nursery 
or forest, any lawful accessory signs not exceeding all 
together fifteen square feet ihn area within the limits of said 
premises; or any lawful accessory signs on the front wall of 
any building occupied by a non-conforming business. 
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(c) Any lawful sign not exceeding thirty-two square feet 
in area displayed by the town, or any sign displayed by the 
United States, the state or the county, relative to govennment 
business. 


(a4) At any boundary line of the town a lawful sign not 
exceeding five square feet in area indicating the meetings of any 
civic organization located therein. 


(6) On property owned or principally occupied by a 
religious, civic or charitable organization, association of 
war veterans or the like, any lawful accessory sign displayed 
by written permission of the Selectmen and approval of the 
Inspector of buildings if any, fora limited period not 
exceeding sixty days. 


Section 5. SET-BAC 


No advertising sign or signboard shall be permitted or 
allowed to be so located as to obstruct a view between any 
points on connecting streets within fifty feet of a corner of 
the rights of way; or to obstruct any door, window or fire-escape 
on a building; or, if on a roof, to be set nearer than one-half 
its height to the wall thereof ona street front; or in a residential 
district, to extend more than six inches nearer to any boundary 
of the lot or premises on which it is located than it would be lawful 
to maintain a palietpe: except as provided in paragraph (d) of 
Section 4. 


Section 6, PROHIBITIONS. Except sighs exempted under 
Section &, no person, firm, association or corporation shall be 
permitted or allowed to erect, display or maintain any billboard 
or other outdoor advertising device in any. district. 


(a) Except the owner or a tenant occupant of the premises 
where it is located, or a party holding written permission from 
either to display the device for a limited period, which party! 5 
name shall be conspicuously displayed thereon; 


(b) Upon any rock, tree, fence or pole; 


(ce) Within one hundred feet of any church, public building, 
monument or memorial, or within three hundred feet of any public 
park, playground, or public reservation, if within view from any 
portion thereof; except that this paragraph shall. not apply to 
accessory signs on the walls. of buildings. 


(d} If it contains any obscene, indecent or immoral matter: 


(e) Unless all parts and attachments and the ground about 
the base thereof are kept in neat and safe conditions. 


Section 7. ADMINISTRATION.: No advertising device for which 
a permit from any state authority is required shall be erected, 
displayed or maintained in the town until five days after a permit 
therefor, or a true copy thereof, has been filed with tne Town Clerk. 
Whenever notice of an application for such a permit is received by 
the Town Clerk, he shall immediately transmit it to the Inspector 
of Buildings or other officer, if any, charged with the 
administration of this by-law. Such officer, or in the lack of 
such officer, the Town Clerk, shall thereupon make an examination 
of the case, and, as promptly as possible, within thirty days of 
the receipt of the application by the Town Clerk, shall send 
written notice to the state authority to whom the application is 
addressed, stating whether or not the proposed advertising device 
would violate amy provision of this by-law, and, if so, what 
provision. Like notice shall be sent also to the applicant and 
to the owner or tenant of the proposed location of the device. 


At least twenty-five days before an outdoor advertising 
device not requiring a permit from any state authority and not 
exempted under Section 2 shall be erected or displayed in the town, 
a description thereof and of its proposed location shall be filed 
with the town clerk, after which the procedure shall be the same 
as prescribed in the preceding paragraph in the case of. an 
application for a state permit, except that notice whether ar not 
the device would violate any provision of the law shall be sent, 

within twenty days after receipt of the description, only to the 
party filing the same and to the owner or ‘benant of -the proposed 
location. ;

Section 8. PENALTIES AND ENFORCEMENT. Whoever violates 
any provisions of section 4, 5 and 6 hereof, shall be guilty of 
misdemeanor and shall be punished by a fine of not more than one 
hundred dollars, and whoever after final conviction for such 
violation unlawfully displays such outdoor advertising device for 
twenty days shall be Pare by a. fine of not more. than five 
hundred dollars. 


The Selectmen or any officer charged with the enforcement 
of this by-law shall cause any such violator to be prosecuted; and 
shall notify tne state regulatory authority of Outdoor Advertising of 
any all and all wiolatione: of lawful state regulations. 


Any town officer or any interested party may petition 
the Superior Court in equity to enjoin the erection or maintenance 
of any outdoor advertising device erected or maintained in 
violation of any provision of this by-law. Town officials shall 
have the same right and power to cause the removal of any outdoor 
advertising device as of any structure or building maintained in 
violation of a by-law. 


Section 9. If any provision of this by-law is = 
declared unconstitutional or illegal by any Court, the validity 
of the remaining prov batons shall not be affected thereby. 


Section 10, All regulations for outdoor advertising 
devices heretofore adopted by tne town and in force at the time 
of the adoption of the foregoing sections are hereby repealed.

The 
outside of the frame of every dormer window placed on any 
building hereafter erected shall be made of or covered with 
some approved fireproof material. Nothing in this section 
shall be construed to prohibit the use of wood shingles in 
repairing any roof now covered with wood shingles provided 
the building is not altered in height or otherwise at the 
same time generally reconstructed. Any roof, if covered 
with wood shingles at the time of adoption of these By-Laws 
shall, if reshingled, use some form of fireproof covering 
approved by the Commissioner. All buildings ehall be kept 
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provided with proper metallic or wood leaders for conducting 
water from the roofs in such a manner as shall protect the 
Walls and foundation of said puildings from injury.

LAW PROPOSED BY INITIATIVE PETITION 


Shall this measure, which by anendments of. the General Laws (Ter. Ed.), provides 
for payment by :the Commonwealth of adequate pensions to deserving citizens sixty-five years 
of age or over in need of relief or support, who shall have resided in the Yommonwealth not 
less than five years immediately preceding the date of application for such pension, and 
who shall have resided in the Commonwealth: continuously for one year immediately preceding 
said date of application, which is further described as follows:- 


The measure, by amendments of General Laws (Ter.Ed.), c. 6, provides for an old age 
pension commission of three persons, one to be a qualified physician, another to be an 
attorney at law and a third to be a non-professional person, who are to be appointed and 
may be reroved for cause by the Governor with the advice and consent of the Council, and 
are to serve under the Governor and Council. Not more than two members of said Commission 
shall be members of the same political party. Original appointments of members shal be for 
one, two and three years respectively, and thereafter appointments are to be for three years. 

Such members are to devote their whole time to the work of the Commission during business 
hours and be engaged in no other business, occupation or profession. One of their number is 
to be designated as chairman by the Governor and shall receive a salary of $6,000, and each 
other member $5,500 per year, with, their necessary expenses. The commission is empowered to 
make and enforce rules and regulations as it may deem necessary in the performance of its 
duties.and as may be approved by. the Governor and Council. 


The measure strikes out chapter 118A of the General Laws (Ter. Ed.} md inserts in its 
place a new chapter entitled "Adequate pensions for certain aged citizens." 


It is provided that pensions hereunder shall be-.paid from the date of application. 
therefor, but in no event before the applicant reaches the age of -sixty-five. The Commission 
shall render a decision in not less than thirty days frmm the date of application fora 
pension or a request for an increase of the amount thereof. Such pension shall, wherever 


' practicable, be paid to the aged person in his own home or in lodgings or in a boarding 


home, which for the purposes hereof shall include‘any institution providing shelter, care 
and treatment for aged persons which is not supported in whole or in part by public funds; 
provided, that no inmate of such a boarding home or institution shall be-eligible for a 
pension under this chapter while being cared for under a contract. Such pension shall 

be paid bv check or in cash which shall be delivered to the pensioner-at his residence, if 
he so requests, and shall te paid semi-monthly unless the pensioner prefers less frequent 
payments. Such pension shall be on the tasis of need and the amount thereof shall be | 
determined in accordance with budgetary standards established by the Commission. Budgetary 
Standards shall be such as to enable an individual pensioner to maintain a stmdard of 
living compatible with decency and ‘health. Such pensions, except as hereinafter 

provided, shall be at the rate of not less than $48.00 monthly. The pensioner's budget 

at such times as may be required shall include medical care, if recommended by a 
recognized physician, eye-glasses, if recommended by a recognized optician, dental care 
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and.false teeth, if recommended by a recognized dentist. 


In computing the pensioner's payment under:this chapter, the Commission shall deduct 
from the pensioner's budget or the minimum payment, whichever is greater, the amount of 
income the person paid or to be paid a pension hereunder may be receiving from any source. 
and may deduct therefrom such reasonable amount as may be deemed to represent the 
financial value of board, lodging or-other assistance which is being furnished to such 


PREEOUS from any source. 


Upon the death of a person drawing a pension, whose funeral cost does not exceed 
the sum of two hundred and fifty dollars and in whose estate there are insufficient 
assets to cover the full cost of the funeral, the Commission shall pay to the funeral 
director the difference between the assets and the cost of the funeral, a sum not 
exceeding one hundred and twenty-five dollars-« 


Expenses for medical, hospital and other services rendered to a pensioner, which 
remain unpaid at the time of his death or commitment to an institution as an insane 
person, shall be paid directly to the person rendering such services. 


No pension under this chapter shall be discontinued nor shall the amount thereof 
be decreased until the expiration of fifteen days after notice has been given by the 
Commission to the pensioner. 


Provision is made by which a person receiving a pension may be absent from the 
Commonwealth on a visit without having such pension suspended. 


It is provided that General Laws (Ter. Ede), c. 273, s 20, which relates to the 
support of parents by children, shall not apply when parents are eligible to receive a 
pension. 


Provision is made that there shall be set up in the Commission a subdivision of 
appeals under the jurisdiction of a supervisor of appeals. Any person aggrieved by the 
failure of the Commission to pay an adequate pension unaer this chapter, or by the 
failure of the Commission to approve or reject an application for a pension ora request 
for an increase in the amount thereof, within thirty days after receiving such application 
or request, shall have a right to a fair heuring, after due notice, upon ap peal to the 
subdivision of appeals in -the form and manner wescribed by the commission; provided 
that such appeal is received by the subdivision of appeals within sixty days after official 
notice of the action taken by the Old Age Pension C ommission has been received by the 
applicant or pensioner. The decision of the subdivision of appeals shall be final and 
binding upon the Commission. 


The Commission or any interested person aggrieved by any decision in any proceeding 
before the subdivision of appeals may obtain judicial review of such dicision by filing, | 
within twenty days of the date of mailing of such decision, a petition for review thereof 
in the district court within the judicial district wherein the pensioner orthe applicant 
for a pension lives. 


In any proceeding for review the findings of the subdivision of appeals as to 
facts shall be, conclusive, such proceedings shall be heard in a summary manner and given 


_ precedence over all] other civil cases. From the decision of a district court upon review 


an appeal may be taken to the Supreme Judicial Court. 


The possession by an applicant for pension under this chapter of assets consisting 
of cash, active securities or inactive securities, or any combination of such assets, 
shall not disqualifv him from receivins such pension; provided, that the total of such 
assets;, figuring the present cash value of such inactive securities at the sum determin: 


ed by the Oid Age Fension Commission, does not exceed the sum of ¥300. 


h. person is not to te disqualified from receiving a pension because of the ownership 
of an equity. in. vacant land. from which there is insufficient income to provide for his © 
budgetary, needs or:tinimum payments, or the ownerhip of an equity in real estate by an 
applicant. who residés thereon or who, in the opinion of'the Commission is residing 
elsewhere because of physical or mental incapacity, provided that if suche qiity on the 


basis of assesseg.valuation exceeds an average of $35,000 during the five years immediate] 


preceding application for the pension, the applicant shall execute a bond in the penal 

sum for the-amount of ‘the equity; in excess of $3,000 conditioned on repayment to the 
Commonweai-th | of all:-amounts paid«as such pension without interest, such bond to be 

secured by a mortgage on the. applicant's real estate. Provision is made for the reca-ding 
of” such bond and. mortgage without a fee and the apportionment of the proceeds realized 
from. ary _ of them between tne peacevnt Government and the Commonwealth.
